On the no rtJiwestern co ast o f Washing­ 
to n live the remnant o f a tribe o f Indians 
who are great wa hunters, masters o f Hie 
whale, 
A writer iu the Sau Francisco Bul­ 
letin thus tells o f a hunt in which he was a 
nervo us participant: 
Suddenly half a do zen cano e« were pushed ! 
.•»(T, altho ugh there was a heavy swell, and i 
the water was breaking in a threatening 1 
manner o n the t/each. 
The weapo n em-I 
plo yed in whale hunting co nsist» o f a lo ng 
barbed » [(ear 
The tssly is made o f wo o d 
and is perhaps 15 feet in length. 
It is so 
made that the mo ment the sharp, lancelike 
barb enters the thick skin o f the whale the 
wo o d Iieco mes detached, but the barbstaya 
ieeply imbedded iu the harpo o ned fish, a t­ 
tached to the bo at by a small line. There 
are in each cano e several o f these spears 
and a number o f do g seal skins inflated 
with air, which are made fast to the line 
who se end is again fast to the lance. Thus, 
when a whale is struck and go es do wn, he 
has to carry with him this inflated bag. 
'I he Indians also had sho rter sjM-ars, which 
are emplo yed at clo ser quarters. 
At. the time indicated the big game was 
several miles o ut to sea, but there were 
seven stalwart Siwaahes in each cano e dip­ 
ping their o ars in the water with the 
rhythm o f machinery, and it w as no t lo ng 
ts’fo re the little fleet lay directly in the 
co urse o f the leviathans. They fo rmed a 
ho rsesho e, with the ends flaring to ward the 
fish. 
In every bo w there sto o d a spears 
man wit h lance partially upraised, who se 
rigid 
fo rm, tense, strained, 
expectant, 
seemed carved. Every paddle except that 
o f the steersman was lifted fro m the water 
ready to descend with instant precisio n 
and send the light craft literally leaping 
o ver the waves. 
T hus the Indians sat fo r 15 minutes. 
Finally in a m o m e n ta m o nster hum pback 
w hale bro ke thro ugh the w ater 100 yards 
to the right and further seaward. 
A mo 
m ent mo re and a seco nd whale spo uted a 
stream skyw ard no t 50 feet fro m the cano e 
next the o ne in which I sat, an excited and 
so m ew hat frightened o bserver. In abso lute 
silence th e two cano es o n either side o f I he 
fish aBpped o ver the w ater to w ard the un ­ 
suspecting gam e,and in ano ther seco nd the 
» [» ear fro m o ne o f them sho t thro ugh the 
air, hurled by a giant Indian, 
it was well 
aimed and st ruck the whale hard and deep, 
burying th e lance in its side. 
Sw ifter than 
tho ught the wo unded m o nster struck the 
water w ith his flukes, breaking into small 
pieces th e lo ng shaft o f wo o d, and sinking 
sent thi* two big bladders skim m in g o ver 
the w ater fo r a m o m ent and then o ut o f 
sight do wnward. 
Am ateur o arsmen o r pro fessio nals who 
* Link t hey can pro pel their racing flo ats 
sho uld have seen the cano es literally fly 
after th at wo unded humpback. Everystiflf 
paddle threatened to break, and the mus­ 
cles sto o d o ut acro ss the naked breasts and 
bared arms o f the hunters as they sho t 
alo ng. 
After a little o ne after ano ther 
dro pped behind, and t hey were strung o ut 
o ver quite a distance. 
This whs in o rder to 
“co ver” as much water as po ssible, fo r it, 
was impo ssible to tell where the wo unded 
whale wo uld rise to spo ut. 
But he did no t 
lo ng remain belo w, and befo re lit* reached 
ibe surface the inflated skin came up and 
to ld so mew here near the po int o f his reap­ 
pearance. 
When t he big, black, shining skin sho wed 
sho ve the water, there were two cano es 
near eno ugh to sink each a sho rt shaft Into 
its expo sure. As the wo unded mo nster 
felt t he incisio n he again disappeared, but 
he had six skins to drag do w n instead o f 
t wo this t ¡me, and t he blo o d which spurted 
fro m his sides, co lo ring the water fo r 
quite a distance, to ld ho w w ell the native 
muscle and skill had co o perated. 
Again the Indians raced o ver the water, 
tint this time the whale remained lo nger 
under and w ent farther. 
He had o ut trav ­ 
eled the hunters, and despite their frantic 
ctl’nrts sank again befo re they came near 
him. 
But he evidently did no t like the 
lo ad o f air he to o k bo tto m ward, fo r lit* so o n 
came up. 
Fo rtune favo red tin* natives, fo r 
still ano ther lance, to who se line were 
three skins attached, plunged into his side. 
1 he furio us fish no w failed to so und, and 
as the cano es came up and circled abo ut 
his great tail came do wn, catching o ne, 
breaking it into pieces, iu so me unacco unt­ 
able way sending a fragment into the side 
o f o ne Indian and breaking the arm o f an­ 
o ther. 
But it was evident that the battle 
was nearly do ne, fo r the water was literal­ 
ly incarnadined with the life flo w o f the 
whale, and as spear after spear fo und its 
way into liis sides and hack his effo rts to 
escape ceased alto gether. 
Finally, with a 
last attempt to wreak further vengeance 
o n his pursuers, the big fish lay dead o n the 
water. 
In the excitement o f the pursuit and the 
battle no attentio n had been paid to the 
flight o f time no r t he direct io n o f t he 
chase. 
We were o ut o f sight o f land, and the sun 
was t railing a splendid pathway acro -s the 
o cean do wn to ward the rim o f the sky. The 
hunters were ski lied in endurance and tho r­ 
o ughly acquainted with the o cean. 
They 
made their lines all fast to the whale, and 
so me o f them slept while o thers watched. 
The fo llo wing mo rning befo re day dawn 
t he big light at Tato o sh island was seen, 
and as day came o n the bo ld pro mo nto ry o f 
the co ast was in view. 
The tide sets in sho re o ff the mo uth o f 
the o utlet to Puget so und, a breeze had 
sprung up, and w it h mut to nleg sails which 
the Indian always carries iu his cano e, 
aided by their paddles, o ur little fleet ap­ 
pro ached the sho re 10 miles no rth fro m its 
po int o f departure. 
In tin* afterno o n the 
whale was ancho red at high tide, and when 
the o cean receded the natives set to wo rk 
and carved up their prize.
